600 Recruits Arrive Here 
In Employment Drive; 


Housing 


Main Factor 


More than 600 new recruits from all over the United 
States have already arrived at Hunter’s Point in the first 
Six weeks of the giant drive to push employment here up 
to the 20,000 mark by January of 1945, it was revealed 
this week by the employment office. 


“A combined effort of all West 
Coast Navy Yards” were the words 
used by Management to describe 
the present grand. scale recruiting 
drive. Over 130 -recruiters repre- 
senting all naval activities on the 
West Coast are recruiting civil ser- 
vice employees for the tremendous 
job ahead. Hunter’s Point, alone, 
has 40 recruiters in the field. 


With the large number of recruit- 
ers in the field, with the east down 
on employment, and with the gen- 
eral emphasis of the war soon to 
shift to the West Coast as a spear- 
head for attack in the Pacific, yard 
officials are very optimistic that 
the 20,000 employment goal will be 
attained. 


Recruiters are attempting to hire 
16,000 new ship repair workers for 
Hunter’s Point to meet the expected 
“heaviest repair load in history” 
and to compensate for turnover. 
Hlectricians are most urgently 
needed but all types of labor will 
be sought. Wives accompaning their 
husbands and minors over 18 with 
their parents will also be offered 
employment at the Point at their 
arrival, providing their services 
can be gainfully utilized. Increased 
availability of housing has been one 
of the main factors in making the 
present drive possible. 


Hunter’s Point Commanding Of- 
ficer, Captain N. L, Rawlings, sends 
the following message to Point em- 
ployees: , 

‘I know you are all vitally in- 
terested in the important war job 
that Hunter’s Point has to do. This 
job can only be done with ‘suffi- 
cient manpower. One-half of the 
total personnel necessary to do this 
Job are here now. The other half 
is coming. I am asking you old 
employees to do everything in your 
power to make these new recruits 
feel at home. How happy they are 
in. their job and how hard they 
work depends to a great extent on 
the reception they recéive from 
you. Elven if you’ve only been here 
a month, you are an old employee 
compared to the new recruit, I am 
depending on you to do everything 
you can to help these men and wo- 
men adjust themselves to their new 
environment.”

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NAVY HONORS 


OUTSTANDING 
H. P. WORKERS 


In official recognition of out- 
standing civilian. service, the 
Navy Department has establish- 
ed two meritorious awards to-ac- 
knowledge superior achievement 
of civil service employees, it was 
announced this week in a Com- 
manding Officer’s order. 


The highest award is the Dis- 
tinguished Civilian Service Award 
to be made by the Secretary of 
the Navy. The secondary award 
will be designated as the Meritor- 
ous Civilian Service Award to be 
made by the Commanding Officer. 

Any civilian employee of the 
Navy will be eligible for the Dis- 
tinguished Service Award who has 
distinguished himself by perform- 
ing ‘an outstanding achievement 
of unusual value to the Navy, or 
by exceptionally outstanding con- 
duct in the performance of serv- 
ice to the Navy. 


This top award will consist of 
a Certificate of Distinguished Ser- 
vice to be signed by the Secretary 
of the Navy and an appropriately 
disigned lapel emblem. 

The meritorious award may be 
bestowed on any civilian who has 
distinguished himself by perform- 
ing a meritorious achievement of 
unusual value to the Navy or by 
meritorious conduct in the per- 
formance of service to the Navy 
beyond that ordinarily required or 
expected, but not of such an ex- 
traordinary nature as to warrant 
recommendation for the Distin- 
guished Service Award. 

This award will consist of a 
certificate of meritorious service 
to be signed by the Commanding 
Officer and an appropriately de- 
signed lapel emblem, 

These awards are not intended 
to substitute for normally deserv- 
ing adjustments in salaries and 
wages, but are designed as: an 
official. recognition of individual 
achievement and as an incentive 
to further accomplishment. ,

|Police To Enforce 


Weapon Ordinance 


With stabbings one of the preva- 
lent types of local crimes, a city 
ordinance has been passed making 
it unlawful to carry : knives, ice- 
picks or straight edge razors. 

The new law will be “vigorously” 
enforced, Deputy Chief of Police 
Riordan warns. 

“The purpose of this law is to 
prevent stabbings and cuttings,” 
according to Riordan who said that 
the police department is now step- 
ping up its war against this type 
of offense. : 

Under the ruling, the police will 
arrest anyone carrying snap-blade 
or spring-blade knives, three inch 
blade knives, ice. picks,. straight 
edge razors or similar devices ca- 
pable of inflicting bodily harm, un- 
less they are being carried “for uses 
of honest work, trade or business.”

ner of Golden Gate Park might 
be inviting. Walk along the Main 
Drive of GOLDEN GATE PARK 
as far as you may want to go. 

TUESDAY: TELEGRAPH HILL 
and NORTH BEACH. From Hunt- 
er’s Point take a. Market Street 
Railway bus down town, thence 
take E or F car -to Columbus

avenue and Union ‘street, there 
transfer to bus for hilltop. PIO- 
NEER PARK, on top, with COIT 
MEMORIAL TOWER at its center 
commands a. stirring panorama 
of the Bay. The tower, open from 
10 a. m. to 4 p. m, contains the 
largest Federal Works of Art proj- 
ect ever undértaken and reflects 
California scenes. It has an ele- 


* vator to the gallery and vast views 


at top. Many artists have their 
homes on the south side of the 
hill as you walk down to North 
Beach. There are numerous res- 
taurants of many nationalities in 
the vicinity. 

WEDNESDAY: A trip in down- 
town San Francisco. See the 
WELLS FARGO HISTORICAL 
COLLECTION OF THE OLD 
WEST in the Wells Fargo Bank, 
Montgomery and Market streets; 
visit PODESTA & BALDOCCHI’S 
flower shop, 224 Grant avenue; 
see the fine shops along Post 
street between Grant avenue and 
Mason street, including a visit to 
GUMP’S, 250 Post street. This vis- 
it will surprise you. Then visit 
the famous big stores and special- 
ty shops nearby. 

THURSDAY: RUSSIAN HILL 
to the San Francisco northern 
WATERFRONT, Take the O’Far- 
rell-Hyde street cable car to Lom- 
pard street, “crookedest street in 
town,” east. See the, GEORGE 
STERLING (poet) MEMORIAL 
SHAT in the park, one block west, 
Lombard and Larkin streets; the 
house where Robert Louis Steven- 
son’s window lived, northwest cor- 
ner Lombard and Hyde streets. 
Walk east down Chestnut street 
and visit the CALIFORNIA 
SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS at Jones 
street. Come back half-block on 
Chestnut to Leavenworth street 
and north on the street to FISH- 
ERMEN’S WHARF. There you 
will find plenty to interest you. 
A few blocks west on Jefferson 
street you will find AQUATIC 
PARK, and the MUNICIPAL 
FISHING PIER. Next, your course 
is still west, past Fort Mason to 
MARINA PARK at Webster street, 

Adjoining it is YACHT HAR- 


GOLDEN GATE, where steel nets 
and patrol boats guard the harbor 
entrance. 

FRIDAY: Visit San Francisco’s 
famous CHINATOWN. Would rec- 
ommend including in your time 
there the hours between 5 and 7 
p. m. when many shoppers are 
abroad. in the’ quarter. Browse 
through its streets and byways 
visit its shops and bazaars; take 
time to see its sights. Visit the 
KONG CHOW TEMPLE, 520 Pine 
street; the CHINESE TELE- 
PHONE EXCHANGE, 743 Wash- 
ington street; and see’ a Chinese 
show at the MANDARIN THEA- 
TER, 1021 Grant avenue, in the 
evening, anytime from 7:30 to 12 
midnight. There are many fascin- 
ating restaurants, of course, that 
offer good food and. entertain- 
ment. 

SATURDAY: See LINCOLN 
PARK and the CALIFORNIA 
PALACE OF THE LEGION OF 
HONOR. Take a Geary street C 
ear, or Sutter street 1 or 2 car, 
direct. The park, which faces sea- 
ward on the north and west, is 
beside the GOLDEN GATE. The 


Palace, open from 10:a. m, to 5) 


p. m. closely resembles its name- 
sake in Paris. In the approach 
court is one of the five original 
bronze casts of Auguste Rodin’s 
“The Thinker.” Nineteen main 
floor galleries of the building 
house a very fine, collection of 
important art. In the lower floor 
is the Albert Bender tollection of 
Oriental painting, sculpture and 
ceramics. : 


Return downtown to the Civic 
Center. If you have time, visit 
the CIVIC CENTER, one of the 
most impressive local centers of 
government in the land. Its eight 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS, grouped 
around a: wide plaza with trees. 
fountains and flowers, dominated 
by the CITY HALL, are built of 
California granite in variations of 
the massive style of the French 
Renaissance. The dome of the City 
Hall raises to a height of 308 feet. 
It is higher than the dome of the 
Capitol in Washington, D. C. 

In the PUBLIC LIBRARY see 
the notable murals and painting. 
PIONEER HALL, across McAl- 
lister street from the City Hall, 
is the home of the California Pio- 
neers and of the California His- 
torical Society. On the fourth floor 
of the VETERANS BUILDING, 
Van Ness and McAllister street, 
is the SAN FRANCISCO MU- 
SEUM OF ART, open from 12 noon 
to 10 p. m. 

SUNDAY: Go to services in the 
morning at one of the many dis- 
tinctive churches, where you have 
never been before; to GOLDEN 
GATE PARK STADIUM, in from 
386th avenue on the north, 34th 
avenue on the south, to see the 
flying of model airplanes. There 
might be a polo game there in 
the afternoon; thence to FLY 
CASTING POOLS and ANGLERS 
LODGE, just west of the Stadium, 
or just to lazy through the park 
Or, you might go to the MUSIC 
CONCOURSE, in from 10th ave- 
nue on the north, 9th avenue on 
the south, for the band concert 
beginning at 2 o'clock. 

Nearby is the DE YOUNG MU- 
SEUM, with exhibits from every 
field of art, and open from 10 
a.m, to 5 p. m. The California 
Academy of Sciences buildings, in- 
cluding the famous STEINHART 
AQUARIUM is there. It has thous- 
ands of fish in the best lighted 
and most artistic of all aquariums.

Thursday, July 27. . 


The meeting was the third

Representatives from the city’s 
health, education and recreation 
departments addressed the hous- 
ing officials, along with speakers 
from the United States Public

Scouts, all of which sponsor 
services on the projects. 

Executive Director John W. 
Beard: opened the session with a 
welcoming address. Speakers were 
introduced by Miss Dorothy Heller, 
Chief of Tenant Services Division 
‘of the SFHA, who presided at the 
meeting. ; 

The unique cooperation given 
city agencies by the Housing Au- 
thority was stressed by the speak- 
ers who emphasized the import- 
ance of offering the same San 
Francisco department services in 
war worker communities as in 
other parts of the city. 
Methods of “keeping the war 
worker on the job” with exten- 
sive medical care and facilities 
were described by Mrs. Florenice 
Callahan of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service. Work done by 
the San Francisco Department of 
Health was also outlined by Mrs. 
Ernestine Consigny, Director of 
the Bureau of Public Health nurs- 
ing, which sponsors the well baby 
centers at Hunter’s Point. 

The part played .by the San 
Francisco Unified School -district 
in the life of the immigrant work- 
er was discussed by Miss Bertha 
E. Roberts, Deputy Superinten- 
dent of elementary schools, and 
Miss Marion R, Turner, Supervis- 
or of Child Care Centers. 

Mrs. Alta Sims Bunker of the 
Recreation Commission told of the 
facilities and activities offered by 
that city department in both per- 
manent and temporary housing

Children to School “Neat 


And Clean” say Teachers 


Maybe you don’t think it makes 
any difference -whether Johnny’s 
hands and face are clean, his 
hair combed, his clothes mended, 
when he goes ‘to school. 

Well, it does—a lot. 

Teachers call ‘it “Coming to 
school prepared.” 

In just a little while—on Sep- 
tember 11—three new schools at 
Hunter’s Point are going to open. 
This will be an action signal not 
only to hundreds of children, but 
for hundreds of parents, too. 

If you send your children to 
class clean and neat, the teachers 
can make them smarter, healthier 
and happier children. If you let 
them arrive at school without this 
little bit of preparation, the teach- 
er will have a difficult time doing 
all you expect of her, and Johnny 
will have a much harder time 
learning his lessons, learning to 
play with other children when 
they start to school. 

Another way to help your chil- 
dren when they start school is 
to meet their teachers—to go with 
Johnny a few morning and get 
acquainted with the woman whc 
wiJ be caring for him all day. 
She'll be able to give your young- 
sters more individual care if you 
tell her a tittle about them. 

Some of the formal rules about 
San Franeisco schools which new 
residents may not be familiar 
with, concern truancy. Under the 
California _ Education code, all 
children between 8 and 16 years 
must go to school. Children ab- 
sent or tardy for three days, may 
be taken into custody by a tur- 
ancy officer and parents will be 
compelled to appear in court.
